"This is the first time since war

Only 
recently he wrote to friends in Wisconsin and deplored the cam- 
paign being made against Wisconsin members of congress who 
had voted against war. 
He stated that these men had been

privilege by turning these men out and electing to their s.sats 
.be friends of privilege would be mockery. Dr. Jones continu- 
Jly warned against any surrender of democracy in this country 


while the battles of freedom were being fought abroad. 


Dr. Jones, in the pulpit and the press, thundered against 


tainted money. He denounced the hypocrisies of society. He 
was a merciless foe of sham. He stood for a religion, as he ex- 


pressed it, "unrimmed by creeds." 


Dr. Jones was particularly active in his work for the en- 


franchisement of women. He saw in the denial of the vote-to 
one-half of our population an indefensible relic of autocracy in 


this country. 


He was a picturesque and striking figure. His snowy heard 


and shaggy, head made him an unusual personality. He was well 
known in Madison and has spoken here many times. 


The world is better because Jenkin Lloyd Jones lived. He was 


always tobefound out on the skirmishline in advance of all move- 
ments for the common good. He was a pioneer in the battle for 
civic, national and international righteousness. He saw in love 
the only permanent foundation for the new temple from which

July 14. 


Dear Margaret:. 


This is a holiday here, it :s the 


French Fourth of July. I washed 
clothes all morning arid I am. some 
washwoman. The French women 
have a pool of water with a stone 
bank around it and they get in a 
box tin their knees and lay the cloth- 
es out on a flat stone, then they rub 
soap on the clothes and then pound 
them with a flat stick. They pound 
the clothes to pieces, so we wash 
ours ourselves. But they do every- 
thing backwards here. They drink 
wine'for tea or coffee, and they keep 
a goat instead of a cow. They have 
mules about the size of a big dog 
and hitch one of them to a two 
whei'led cart and then put about a 
ton of hay or 10 people in the cart 
and drive to town. All the country 
people wear wooden shoes which are 
as big as row boats. 
The bread they eat is black look- 


ing and tastes as if it were made 
of saw dust. We get 
nice white 


bread and it is nearly as good as the 
kind you used to make, and the beans 
we «et are pretty good. We get red 
ones, white ones, little ones and' big 
ones. We also get good fresh beef 
and vegetables and once in a while 
a doughnut. We get jam<and cof- 
fee with milk and sugar and tea 
and always get a lot of it. I never 
ate bacon until I got here,-but every 
morning I eat seven or eight slices of 
it and like it. We also get oatmeal 
and rice. The cook makes a nice 
bread pudding with dates and rai- 
sins in it. We have no kick cominf 
as to our food, and we sleep in good 
clean bunks with lots of clean cov- 
erings over us, and.every week they 
are inspected and anyone who has 
'his. bunk or the'outside of it untidy 
he gets some sort of punishment, 


•Of course all this is 'in. camp, but 


out on the road it is everyone for 
himself. There is no .sixteen hour 
la\v here and it 
sometimes takes 


froni 10 to 40 hours to get over the 
road. Oh its a great life, but believe 
me I like it and am getting fat and 
never felt better in 'my .life. 
We have lots of fun too, teaching 


the-French kids English and learn- 
ing to speak French. They 'have 
some very pretty churches here, and 
I have seen some old castles too. All 
the houses' here, are made of stone j 
ulnd -I have not1 seen a wooden one I 
yet. • '
